The province has unveiled a 
tourism advertising campaign 
that doubles spending for 
online ads in hopes of luring 
more first-time visitors to 
Nova Scotia. 

Tourism Minister Percy 
Paris revealed the Take Your¬ 
self There campaign Wednes¬ 
day, touting Nova Scotia as the 
perfect “road-trip” destination. 

“Nova Scotia ... is a road- 
tripper’s paradise. Diverse, 
compact, full of amazing 
things to see and to do,” said 
Percy at an event in Purcell’s 
Cove. “We want to build on

that reputation, and this cam¬ 
paign is going to help us do 
just that.” 

Tourism has fallen by about 
one per cent a year over the 
last decade in Nova Scotia, 
with a noticeable drop in the 
number of first-time visitors 
— prompting the decision to 
focus the campaign on that 
audience. 

“Those first-timers ... will 
grow it all, not just for tour¬ 
ism, but for the entire econ¬ 
omy of N.S. as they continue 
to mill around, linger longer 
and spend more money,” said 
Donna Hatt, marketing man¬ 
ager at White Point. 

The $ 5-million campaign, 
launching earlier than previ¬ 
ous initiatives, includes print 


and television ads in European 
markets, the United States, 
Ontario and — for the first 
time in three years — Quebec. 

“We have reallocated some 
of our regional money to 
Quebec to get those first-time 
visitors, because we know 
those visitors spend an average 
of $1,700 per party and stay an 
average of six days,” said Nova 
Scotia Tourism Agency CEO 
Patrick Sullivan. 

Sullivan said the beefed-up 
content — which represents a 
15 per cent increase in spend¬ 
ing — is meant to lure outdoor 
enthusiasts to “every comer” 
of the province. 

“We want them to visit 
Nova Scotia and we want them 
to travel around the province 
in frankly the most circuitous 
route possible,” he said. 

The digital component is 
also significantly larger than 
in previous years, with a “re¬ 
fresh” of the novascotia.com 
website and a new tourism 
app for tablets and smart¬ 
phones.

orphanage 
claimants 
be heard: 
Dexter 

While a public inquiiy may 
not be the right process for 
alleged victims of the Nova 
Scotia Home for Colored Chil¬ 
dren, Premier Darrell Dexter 
says he wants “the voices of 
eveiyone to be heard.” 

Following a press confer¬ 
ence in Dartmouth for the 
Canadian Red Cross, Dexter 
said he received a letter from 
the claimants on Monday 
after the government had 
asked their opinion on the 
best course of action. 

“We said we’d like to have 
your advice around what you 
think a constructive, healing 
reconciliation process could 
look like, as opposed to a 
compensation program,” 
Dexter said. 

He said although the 
home where more than 100 
people have claimed they suf¬ 
fered physical and emotional 
abuse is not in his riding, he 
is “directly adjacent” and has 
a personal interest in the file. 

Asked specifically about 
a public inquiiy, Dexter said 
inquiries have a “veiy specific 
meaning” under legislation, 
and other measures could be 
taken. 

“They want a process 
that is complete enough to 
give voice to the concerns 
they’ve had, but one that’s 
also going to reach beyond 
just a question of inquiiy and 
tiy to bring back together a 
community that is divided,” 
Dexter said of the alleged 
victims. 

“What I want to see is 
something that allows for 
the voices of eveiyone to 
be heard. That’s what we’re 
really looking for.”

Province gives big 
to disaster centre 


Opening soon. 

Government pitching 
in $800,000 for 
Red Cross centre

The campaign for a new disas¬ 
ter-management centre in Dart¬ 
mouth got a helping hand on 
Wednesday when the province 
announced it will give $800,000 
to the Canadian Red Cross. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
made the announcement 
with Denise Peterson-Rafuse, 


the minister of community 
services. 

“The Red Cross here has, of 
course, an amazing legacy, an 
amazing histoiy, and what this 
means is it’s going to have an 
amazing future as well,” Dexter 
said. “This is the first facility of 
its kind in Canada.” 

The centre will have the 
capacity to train 75 to 80 volun¬ 
teers at a time, plus many more 
through video-conferences. The 
existing building can handle 
only 15 people per course, and 
about 30 people in the “situa¬ 
tion room” during emergen¬ 
cies, said John Byrne, director 
of national disaster manage¬ 
ment with the Red Cross. 

“We realized that it needs

to be much bigger than this, 
and we need to have a training 
environment,” Byrne said. “We 
have the resources to bring ser¬ 
vices from around the world to 
support us.” 

Byrne said it’s important to 
have a centre in Nova Scotia, 
since our province “bears the 
brunt” of many storms moving 
up the coast from the United 
States. 


“Disasters that happen in 
Canada are no different from 
ones that happen anywhere 
else,” he said. “They involve 
people, and they involve 
broken assets, and how do we 
clean that up after the fact,” By¬ 
rne said. 

Also unveiled was the de¬ 
sign for the building, which 
will be an addition to the cur¬ 
rent centre in Burnside. 

“We will have the same 
level of training here in Nova 
Scotia as we do across the coun¬ 
try,” Byrne said. 

He said $2.4 million has 
been raised for the building 
campaign, with a goal of $3 
million. He hopes the centre 
will be open next year.

A former Liberal cabinet 
minister charged in Nova

But she 
said she never saw any of 
the money MacKinnon of¬ 
fered. 


“I never had the money 
in my hands,” she said. 
“Russell dealt with it.” 

MacKinnon, who has 
pleaded not guilty to fraud, 


breach of trust and uttering 
forged documents, also 
asked her that fall to sign 
off on three blank receipts 
that were later submitted to 


the Speaker’s Office, Camp¬ 
bell said. 

Crown lawyer Mark 
Hareema said MacKinnon 
was later reimbursed by the 


Speaker’s Office for secre¬ 
tarial services and expenses 
in three instalments total¬ 
ling $3,400 from September 
to December. 

Campbell said she never 
received any of that money 
and did not incur any ex¬ 
penses. 

Under cross-examination 
by defence lawyer Joel Pink, 
Campbell began crying 
when he called into ques¬ 
tion her recollection of 
events. 

Pink told the court she 
didn’t tell the RCMP that 
she never received money, 
and instead told the Moun- 
ties that she didn’t remem¬ 
ber what the charges on the 
receipts were for. 

MacKinnon’s judge-only 
trial is scheduled to last 
until Monday. Pink has said 
he won’t decide what wit¬ 
nesses to call, if any, until 
the Crown completes its

Westjet pas¬ 
sengers will have the option 
of “unbundled fares” — giv¬ 
ing passengers the option of a 
lower base, but with charges 
for baggage and other extras 
— and of travelling in “pre¬ 
mium economy” seats, which 
provide the same leg room as 
Air Canada’s business class. 

“They will be offered at 
a small premium over our 
existing pricing, which puts 
our premium economy at 
roughly a 50 per cent dis¬ 
count to Air Canada’ 
business class,” said 
Saretsky.

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‘Terrible day.’ Province 
rejects new fish farm, 
cites risk to wild salmon 


The Nova Scotia government 
is turning its back on rural 
communities and throwing 
away dozens of jobs by re¬ 
jecting an application for a 
fish farm in Shoal Bay, aqua¬ 
culture company Snow Island 
Salmon said Wednesday. 

Shane Borthwiclc, vice- 
president of operations, said 
it was a “terrible day” for the 
company, adding that the 
decision has jeopardized the 
firm’s future. 

“We’ve brought money 
and talent to this province, 
provided a strong, sustain¬ 
able sea-farming model and 
are now facing the most ser¬ 
ious threat to the viability of 
our business at the hands of 
the government that invited 
us here in the first place,” he 
said in a statement. 

The province’s minister 
of fisheries and aquaculture, 
Sterling Belliveau, said Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans Canada ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
salmon farm’s impact on wild 
salmon in the bay near Sheet 
Harbour during the 22-month

review process. 

The federal department 
said the site would repre¬ 
sent a moderate risk to wild 
salmon. The province said 
it is the first time Fisheries 
and Oceans has described a 
proposed fish farm as repre¬ 
senting a moderate risk to 
wild salmon. 

Belliveau said the prov¬ 
ince’s decision is not a sign that 
the government is changing its 
support for fish farms, which 
was part of its aquaculture 
strategy released last year. 

He said the government 
believes the aquaculture in- 
dustiy can help rural Nova 
Scotia’s economy.

‘From the end of the 
Earth,' a new Pope! 


‘Good evening’. 

After one of the fastest 
conclaves in decades, 
an ecstatic world 
greets the new man 
in the Vatican 


Habemus Papam — We have 
a pope! 

A cacophony of welcome 
swept the world on Wednes¬ 
day after Jorge Bergoglio of 
Argentina was elected Pope 
in a conclave that ended with 
astonishing speed. 

“Brothers and sisters, good 
evening,” the new Pope Fran¬ 
cis — looking stunned — said 
shyly from the loggia of St. 
Peter’s Basilica to wild cheers. 


“You know that the work 
of the conclave is to give a 
bishop to Rome,” he went on. 

“It seems as if my brother 
cardinals went to find him 
from the end of the Earth, 
but here we are. Thank you 
for the welcome.” 

Bergoglio, 76, becomes 
the first pontiff from the 
Americas and the first from 
outside Europe in more than 
a millennium. 

And by choosing the name 
Francis, he associates him¬ 
self with the humble 13th- 
century Italian preacher who 
lived a life of poverty. 

Across the planet, Latin 
Americans burst into tears 
and jubilation at the news 
that the region, which counts 
40 per cent of the world’s 
Catholics, finally had a pope

to call its own. 

“It’s a huge gift for all of 
Latin America. We waited 20 
centuries. It was worth the 
wait,” said Jose Antonio Cruz, 
a Franciscan friar in the Old 
San Juan district in Puerto 
Rico. 

Elected on the fifth ballot, 
Francis was chosen in one of 
the fastest conclaves in years, 
remarkable given there was 
no clear front-runner going 


into the vote and that the 
church had been in turmoil 
following the upheaval of 
Pope Benedict’s resignation. 

Tens of thousands of 
people who braved cold rain 
to watch the smokestack atop 
the Sistine Chapel jumped 
in joy when white smoke 
poured out. 

Many shouted “Habemus 
Papam!” or “We have a pope!” 
— as the bells of St. Peter’s 
Basilica and churches across 
Rome pealed. 

After what seemed an 
unending wait of more than 
an hour, they cheered again 
when the doors to the loggia 
opened. 

The cheers became deaf¬ 
ening when Bergoglio’s name 
was announced.

Newpontiff 
rode the bus 
and helped 
the destitute 

As a much-loved cardinal, 
Jorge Mario Bergoglio — the 
new Pope Francis — often 
rode the bus and visited the 
poor. 

He was known all over 
Argentina for caring for the 


destitute and homeless. 

Bergoglio was born in 
December, 1936, in Buenos 
Aires, one of five children of 
an Italian railway worker. 

He had a lung removed 
when he was a teenager due 
to an infection. 

He studied chemistiy 
and then philosophy at 
university before teaching 
literature and psychology. 

He joined the Jesuit 
order in 1958 and was or¬ 
dained a priest in 1969. 


From 1973 to 1979 he 
served as the Jesuit prov¬ 
incial in Argentina, then 
in 1980 became the rector 
of the seminaiy where he 
studied. 

He served there until 
1986 after which he 
completed his doctorate in 
Germany and returned to 
Argentina. 

He was appointed Buenos 
Aires City Archbishop in 
Februaiy 1998 and made 
cardinal by John Paul II in 


Februaiy 2001. 

Bergoglio created new 
parishes, restructured 
administrative offices and 
begun new pastoral pro¬ 
jects, helping to recover the 
church’s traditional influ¬ 
ence in society. 

His legacy as cardinal 
includes repairing the repu¬ 
tation of a church that failed 
to challenge Argentina’s 
1976-83 militaiy dictator¬ 
ship.

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Garneau drops out, 
supports Trudeau 


Federal Liberal 
leadership. ‘I cannot 
mathematically win/ 
former contender says 


Marc Garneau dropped out of 
the federal Liberal leadership 
race on Wednesday and threw 
his support to front-runner 
Justin Trudeau, declaring the 
outcome “a fait accompli.” 

The Montreal MP’s deci¬ 
sion followed an internal poll 
conducted by his campaign 
last week, which Garneau said 
showed Trudeau has the back¬ 
ing of 72 per cent of Liberal 
members and supporters. 

Garneau said he was a “sol¬ 
id second” with 15 per cent, 
followed by Vancouver MP 
Joyce Murray with just over 
seven per cent and former To¬ 
ronto MP Martha Hall Findlay 
with just over five per cent. 

“I have done my numbers. 
I cannot mathematically — 
and I’m a person who believes 



in math — I cannot math¬ 
ematically win,” Garneau told 
a news conference. 

“I’m not into denial. The 
numbers indicate very clearly 
that Justin is the overwhelm¬ 
ing favourite.” 

However, Murray said she 
puts no stock in Garneau’s 
survey, the methodology of 
which her camp finds highly 
suspect. She said it won’t in¬ 
fluence her decision to con¬ 


tinue her campaign, which 
has enjoyed a late burst of 
momentum. 

Garneau’s automated 
phone poll asked 6,000 Lib¬ 
eral supporters and members 
to indicate whether they fa¬ 
voured Garneau, Trudeau, 
Hall Findlay or Murray. 

It was not a survey of regis¬ 
tered voters. 

Murray said she was sur¬ 
prised by Garneau’s decision 
to endorse Trudeau, given that 
he has repeatedly said a coron¬ 
ation is not in the party’s best 
interests and has accused the 
front-runner of lacking policy 
depth, experience and leader¬ 
ship credentials. 

Worried that some 100,000 
people who didn’t provide 
email addresses — the bulk of 
whom are Trudeau supporters 
— will be disenfranchised, the 
front-runner is seeking a one- 
weelc extension of Thursday’s 
registration deadline. The 
Murray, Hall Findlay and Mar¬ 
tin Cauchon camps oppose an 
extension, the Canadian press

Travellers should be waiy of 
cyber-threats on vacation as 
they access free wireless net¬ 
works with their smartphones, 
tablets or laptops, says software 
security company Symantec 
Corp. 

Canadians travelling for 
March break and into the sum¬ 
mer season shouldn’t be doing 
things like pulling up their 
bank accounts on Wi-Fi net¬ 
works, said Lynn Hargrove, dir¬ 
ector of consumer solutions for 
Symantec Canada. 

“What people don’t real¬ 
ize is that there’s no security 
on those Wi-Fi networks for 
the most part,” she said. “It’s 
a great way to keep in touch 
while you’re on vacation, but 
there are some inherent risks 
that come with it that people 


just aren’t thinking about.” 

Symantec has found that 
two in 10 Canadians pull up 
their bank accounts on free Wi¬ 
Fi networks in Canada. 

According to the firm’s 2012 
Norton Cybercrime report, 
travellers are often victimized 
through their mobile devices 
while abroad, often by text 
messages. “We’re seeing a lot 
of fraudulent texts asking you 
to click on a link or go and dial 
a number to retrieve a voice 
mail,” Hargrove said. 

And the wealth of informa¬ 
tion stored on a smartphone — 
pictures, texts, emails, contact 
lists, work documents, banking 
information — can be valuable 
to cyber-criminals if stolen or 
lost, Hargrove said.

Middle East consumers

The world’s “first tablet for 
women,” complete with a pink 
background and weight-loss 
apps, is being condemned as 
sexist. 

Eurostar Group, the Middle 
East-based creator of the de¬ 
vice, says the ePad Femme is 
designed for a woman’s “di¬ 
verse lifestyle.” Based on the 
pre-loaded selection of apps, 
that lifestyle includes shop¬ 
ping for groceries, cooking and 
doing yoga. 

Speaking with the Jeru¬ 
salem Post, Eurostar spokes¬ 
person Mani Nair said the An¬ 
droid-powered device “makes 
a perfect gadget for a woman

who might find difficulties in 
terms of downloading these 
applications.” Nair insisted 
nothing about the tablet was 
sexist, and compared it to sim¬ 
ilar products geared towards 
gamers. 


However, others disagree. 

“There have always been 
special books for women con¬ 
cerning sex, how to please your 
husband, and what to cook for 
him,” Eman A1 Nafjan, a Saudi 
feminist blogger told the Post.

I didn't get to see her 
university graduation or career 
choice or have her at my wed¬ 
ding.

One of our theatre commun¬ 
ity’s most treasured imports, 
Jeremy Webb, is taking to 
the stage in Dylan Thomas’ 
Under Milk Wood. 

Written in 1954 as a radio 
play, Webb describes this 
work as one of the most 
beautiful pieces of language. 
Hosted by Shakespeare By 
the Sea’s Park Place Theatre, 
it’s the perfect setting to 
tell the story of the fiction¬ 
al Welsh fishing village of 
Llareggub. 

“It follows a 24-hour per¬ 
iod of the town but you get 
to see behind the curtains, 
underneath the bed sheets 
and behind the closed doors,” 
Webb said. 

Starting on March 19 his 
company that he created in 
2009 — Off the Leash Ltd. — 
is producing the entire en¬ 
deavor. 

Actor and producer, the 
United Kingdom native con¬ 
fesses that though he has 
also found success in writ¬ 
ing, his fellow thespians 
notice how kindly he takes 
to the reins of his many pro¬ 
jects. 

“The joke among people 
I work with is that I was 
born in the wrong decade — 
I should have been a 1950s 
actor/manager, which was 
known to be a dictatorial 
role,” he said. “I have very 
strong opinions.” 

And writing, Webb con¬ 
tinues, is just plain hard. 


“I don’t think any writer 
enjoys the process because 
it takes too much skill,” he 
said. 

“My process as a writer, 
with a producer’s brain, is 
identifying what I need and 
want to create rather than 
sitting and waiting for in¬ 
spiration.” 

Case in point: Fishing, 
an Off the Leash comedy 
about the world of Internet 
dating. In an interesting art- 
imitate s-life-that-imitate s-art 
play, Webb’s character cre¬ 
ates an online profile and 
commits to seven dates in 
seven days. 

“I sought to write about 
that topic because I’ve had 
some experience in Internet 
dating and decided it would 
make a good play,” he said. 

“As it turns out I ended 
up meeting someone for 
real and now we have an 
8 month old baby — I’m a 
great advocate for Internet 
dating.” 

Always the entrepreneur, 
Webb continues to lend his 
skills and now his Off the 
Leash brand to arts produc¬ 
tions, corporate events, and 
charity organizations around 
our region. 

From a man who had 
never heard of Halifax to his 
Neptune Theatre premiere in 
1998’s Blood Brothers, Webb 
has become one of our most 
well known art advocates.

Your last Louis Vuitton shows 
had sexual undertones.

Sex is a big part of my life. It’s 
a veiy big part of most people’s 
lives whether they want to 
admit it or not. I don’t know, 
sometimes when collections 
feel more personal there’s 
more of an undercurrent of 
things that are of an emotional 
nature.

this darkness, this melancholy 
side, there’s this sexual tension 
and then there’s this kind of 
identity thing that goes on.

2. For cake, combine the granu¬ 
lated sugar, oil, egg, lemon rind 
and 3 tbsp juice in a large bowl 
or a food processor.

Five tips to ensure you 
get your deposit back 


Renters, don’t let your love 
affair with wallpaper pre¬ 
vent you from getting your 
hefty security deposit check 
back at the end of your lease. 

You have to be smart ten¬ 
ants. Kari Taylor, director of 
rental insights at Rent.com, 
tells us how. 

Read your lease 

“This may seem like com¬ 
mon sense, but so many 
renters miss the specific 
guidelines laid out by their 
landlord regarding the re¬ 
turn of their deposit,” she 
says. “A list should be made 
and agreed upon regarding 
the conditions of the apart¬ 
ment in the lease — before 
you sign it.” 

Take pictures of something 
other than food and sunsets 

“Take some photos of the 
apartment when you first 
move in,” Taylor suggests. 
“Make sure they are time- 
and date-stamped! Then re¬ 
peat the process on move-out 
day. This way pre-existing 
damage is documented and 
the blame cannot fall on

Ask before you paint the

“When renting, it is always 
best to get written permis¬ 
sion from your landlord be¬ 
fore doing any renovations, 
changing paint color, etc.”

“Landlords will often bend 
some of their lease rules for 
a trustworthy tenant or a 
special circumstance. If you 
agree upon an amendment 
to the lease (your miniature 
pooch can stay on the prem¬ 
ises) make sure you both sign 
it and date it and, if at all pos¬ 
sible, get the amendment re¬ 
worked into the paperwork. 

Tidy up 

“While you may think you’re 
as clean as a whistle, your 
landlord may not agree,” she 
says. “It may be worth hir¬ 
ing a cleaning service upon 
move-out day just to cover all 
your bases. The $100 clean 
up may save you the aggrava¬ 
tion of an argument and se¬ 
curity deposit dispute down 
the line.” 

Work with your landlord 

“There is no guarantee that 
a landlord will negotiate 
you breaking your lease, but 
maybe there is a comprom¬ 
ise that can be met. For in¬ 
stance, you could help find a 
replacement tenant.”
